A  brilliant  patriot  of  tbe 
constitutional  times,  from  whose  pen 
tbe  final  draft  of  the  Constitution  is 
said  to  have  come  ;  an  intimate  friend 
of  Washington's,  a  business  partner 
of  Robert  Morns,  the  financier,  ilso 
the  signer  sod  the. great  bulwark  of 
the  cokmies  when  Ufc  new  world  was

America,  continues^. "but  my  exprees 
will  and  direction^  are  that  be  bj 
never  sent  for  tbit  purpose  to  tbe 
colony  of  Connecticut,  last  be  should 
mibitile  io  bis  yubtti  that  low  croft 
ami  cunning  so  incident  to  tbe  people 
of  that  country,  which'  is  so  interwo¬ 
ven  in  their  constitutions  that  nil 
their  art  cannot  disguise  it  from  the 
world,  the*  many  of  them  under  the 
sanctified  Garb  of  Religion  have  en¬ 
deavored  to  Impose  themselves  on  tbe 
World  for  honest  then.”

Lewis  Morris,  tfcfi  signer,  married 
Mary,  daughter  ofjjjaoub  Walton,  aud 
Mans,  who  was '  d  rngbter  of  William 
13eek.ru an,  Mayor  d  New  Amsterdam, 
and  of  this  marriage  came  the  well 
known  Gen  Jacobt  Moms,  of  Otsego 
County,  who  at  tjte  breaking  out  ui 
tbe  revolution  wad  only  19  years  of 
»ge.  \ 

That  Gen.  JaAb  Morris  should 
fight  bis  country  riP' battles,  goes  with 
out  saying.  He  $iwe  of  what  well 
might  be  called  a  rfuyal  and  patriotic 
stock,  as  bis  fathe^  with  all  of  his  six 
sons,  were  in  service  during  the  wai 
of  independence.  iJAs  I  find  history, 

I  can  only  place  Hfipkius  uud  McCook 
uarnee  by  the  side  of  this  record. 
Think  of  it,  ye  jkesceudauts  of  the 
stuidy  Home  Giifird  !  Gen.  Jacob 
Morris  served  UirgAgh  the  war,  favor¬ 
ably  mentioned  i  y  Gen.  Charles  Lee 
and  other  comm^Klers ;  was  at  the 
battle  of  iiouinoU&b,  N.  J.,  on  Gen. 
Lee’s  staff,  whose*? devoted  friend  be 
w  is,  and  di*lin(g»tHbed  himself  ul 
Fort  Moultrie  in  1776.  Gdh.  Jacob 
Morris  was  married  doling ’the  revo 
1’ition  to  Mary  Cud,  and  bad  twelve 
children  by  tbe  thiarriags,  most  of 
whom  lived  Io  ad m need  age.

Hamilton  Fish,  Secretary  of  State 
under  Gen.  Grant,  a  woman  gracious 
of  heart  and  manner,  who  uever  de¬ 
manded  for  her  position  mors  than 
she  bestowed  as  a  private  citizen 
She  was  endeared  to  every  one  dur- 
iug  her  life  iu  Washington,  and  with 
that  rare  courtesy  which  follows  tbe 
good  breeding  of  generations  she  al 
ways  returner!  tbe  first  call  marie  up¬ 
on  her  in  person,  claiming  lieraeif 
exempt  from  a  coolinuauce  In  reason 
of  the  pressure  of  social  duties  she 
was  always  surrounded  by.  Con¬ 
sidering  the  infinite  variety  1  f  people 
she  came  iu  contact  wilb,  it  is  a  won¬ 
derful  record  to  give,  “ibiit  she  left 
Washington  without  lisviug  made  an 
enemy.” 

Auotber  daughter  married  a  broth¬ 
er  of  Feuimore  Cooper,  aud  branches 
of  thin  family  have  spread  out  through 
all  sections  of  tbe  State. 

Gen.  Jacob  Morris  married  a  sec¬ 
ond  time,  wheu  be  was  over  70  and 
bad  oue  son  bv  tins  marriage,  Mr.  A 
P  Morris.  Mi  *•  1  1  •  y  Webster,  11 
daughter  of  It  omliou  Fish,  has  two 
Uautifui  miniatures  of  Gen.  Jacob 
Morris  and  his  wife,  token  when  they 
were  very  young. 

Gen  Jacob  Mollis  died  in  1814,  at 
the  ago  of  88  He  ia  Imrie  l  in  the 
cemetery  attached  to  “  M<  in»  M.  mo- 
rial  t  hii|M*l  of  Al1  Non  in,  "  «bnb  «<i^ 
elected  in  1866  by  •■oiiliibulions  froi.J 
the  various  tueiuiieis  of  ilm  .Moms 
f  tinily.
